NEW HYDROPLANE SHIP. 


P rofessor 
Bell 
A nnounces 
Invention 
T h at M a y Break C ro ss Ocean Record. 
Professor Alexander G raham Bell an­ 
nounces a rem arkable hydroplane in­ 
vention th at is likely to have a wide 
and im portant significance. 
The cred­ 
it of the invention, he states, goes to 
Fred Baldwin, who has charge of the 
Bell laboratory. 
“We have evolved w hat we call a 
hydrodrome,” said Professor Bell. 
“I 
believe it will have a revolutionary ef­ 
fect on methods of w ater propulsion. 
The boat is driven by an aerial propel­ 
ler and rises only about one foot and 
a half above the water. 
It is support­ 
ed by hydrosurfaces like knife blades 
arranged in three ladder-like forms un­ 
der the keel of the vessel. These hydro­ 
surfaces differ from the known hydro­ 
surfaces iu the fact th at they are not 
fiat. 
“Driven by a seventy horsepower en­ 
gine, this boat has attained the speed 
of fifty miles an hour, while ordinary 
hydroplanes/w ith engines many times 
as powerful, can only travel, a t their 
highest speed, a t about thirty-five miles 
an hour. The boat weighs 1,300 pounds 
and carries tw’o men. W hen it gets un­ 
der way the boat rises out of the w a­ 
ter aud, supported by the knife planes 
dipping into the sea, travels easily and 
swiftly. 
“This new boat of ours operates just 
J as w’ell in rough weather as iu good. 
There is no motion and no spray. It is 
easy to im agine w hat changes will take 
place if this invention proves applica­ 
ble to ocean travel. 
“W e will be crossing the Atlantic in 
record time. The hydrodrome is Chris­ 
tened ‘Jonah,’ and it has a rem arkable

“The defendant Butler, when he 
went on the stand, swore to what he 
knew was not the truth. Ile swore to 
one thins* one time and one thing an­ 
other. 
Then there has been a great 
deal of this attempting to explain let­ 
ters that are not explainable, a great 
deal of swearing to things as explana­ 
tions that clearly are not the truth." 
Judge Anderson fixed four days for 
the government and four days for tho 
defense as the time to be allowed for 
argument before the Jury. 
There was genuine surprise la'e yes­ 
terday afternoon when the defense in 
the dynamite trial suddenly closed its 
evidence without calling nine of the 
principal defendants to the stand. 
These men are among those who are 
said to have had the most significant 
correspondence writh Ryan and McNa­ 
mara or were declared to have been 
the most active in the different steps 
of the alleged conspiracy. 
For instance. Tveitmoe. Clancy and 
Munsey, who were said to have been 
active in hiding J. B. McNamara after 
he blew up the Los Angeles Times 
building and then got him out of Cali­ 
fornia, and also were said to have as­ 
sisted in speeding Mrs. Caplan out of 
the state to prevent her from being a 
witness against the Times murderers, 
were not called to stand. 
Webb of 
New' York w as another who did not go 
on the stand. It was he who, McMan- 
Jbal said, arranged for the Boston op­ 
era house and Hoboken jobs and w’ho 
paid the dynamiter $.10 which, he said, 
Mike Young of Dayton had sent him. 
thinking that McManigal would go 
first to New York and then to Boston. 
Hockin was another who did not tes­ 
tify, but this was expected, as his rec­ 
ord was so plain his testimony would 
have injured all the defendants. 
Just lief ore court adjourned for the 
day the district attorney moved that 
the bond of John T. Butler of Buffalo, 
first vice president of the ironwork­ 
ers’ organization, be increased. 
He 
said that Butler 
had stated in the 
courtroom that he wished to God he 
had stayed in Quebec, as he knew the 
crime was not extraditable, and for 
the court’s protection the bond ought 
to be increased. 
Judge Anderson in­ 
creased Butler’s bond to $15,000, and 
said: 
“This man swore to what he 
knew was untrue. 
He made many 
conflicting statements, and I believe 
he committed willful perjury. 
I have 
been on the bench and about court­ 
rooms for thirty-four years, and T 
never heard such malicious perjury as 
has been committed in this case.”

wa1* then that Butler was sent to jail. 
Butler was the principal witness of 
the day. 
He flatly denied that any 
money bad been set aside “for organ­ 
ization purposes” and not accounted 
for afterward by McNamara.

Butler 
took the stand today and swore to 
what was not true. Everybody in the 
courtroom knew that he was commit­ 
ting willful perjury. Mr. Marshal, take 
the custody of Butler. 
“Now there is another question here. 
The people in this country must find 
out that there is a law in this country 
and that it m u s# b e obeyed. 
There

heretofore been published, purporting 
to have passed between John D. Arch­ 
bold and Snator Penrose of Pennsyl­ 
vania. form* r Senator Foraker of Ohio 
and ex-congressman Sibley of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Mr. Hearst's appearance as 
a witness led to a commotion when 
Senator Oliver of Pennsylvania insist­ 
ed that Mr. Hearst should be required 
to produce before the committee all 
of the Archbold letters in his custody 
that have not been brought out here­ 
tofore, and Mr. Hearst insisted that 
he had produced all of such corre­ 
spondence that had any relation to the 
present hearing. 
It finally was agreed that the juris­ 
diction of the committee gave it the 
power to demand the production be­ 
fore it of any correspondence passing 
between the Standard Oil officers and 
men in congress, and Mr. Hearst will 
be required to lay all the letters be­ 
fore the committee to be considered in 
executive session. 
It will then be de­ 
termined just which of them will be 
received in evidence. 
Mr. Hearst told the committee that 
he Knew nothing about the circum­ 
stances under which the letters were 
written and that the correspondence 
must speak for itself. Ex-Senator For­ 
aker is expected to give a detailed ex­ 
planation of all the correspondence 
that passed between John D. Archbold 
and himself when he takes the stat d 
today. 
J !<> has over* aided his lett* r 
fils and probably will produce min I 
additional correspondence that may 
clear up some matter* heretofore o’ - 
scare. 
Mr. Hearst was questioned by the 
committee as to how he came in p > 
session of the letters. 
He admitted 
that he had received photograph coll­ 
ies from John Eddy, who for mam 
years was connected with the Hearst 
newspapers, but who row is iii Lon­ 
don. 
The publisher told th * commit­ 
tee he did not know where Mr. Eddy 
got them, but expressed the opinion 
that Eddy would be* glad to come be­ 
fore the committee and give the in­ 
formation. 
The publisher explained 
that Eddy was tile author of the arti­ 
cles that appeared in H earst’s Maga­ 
zine in connection with the publication 
of the letters. 
Of the six new letters laid before 
the committee, one wa* from S* nator 
1ft arose to 
\rrhbold. dated Dec. 4. 
1903, at Philadelphia, and read in part 
as follows: 
“I have wired Senator Aldrich to 
make an appointment with him to dis­ 
cus- the m atter referred to in your 
letter.” 
The telegram also expressed the 
willingness of Senator 
Penrose 
to 
meet Mr. 
Archbold at any tim** or 
place he might indicate. 
The other 
correspondence related to the propos­ 
ed loan to Foraker by Archbold, and 
Mr. Hearst explained that he had un­ 
derstood that this money was returned 
by Foraker to Archbold verv prompt­ 
ly and that he had so stared in lbs 
speeches. 
The last letter product d purport' d 
to have been sent by Archbold *0 for 
mer Representative Slbly of Pennsyl­ 
vania anti inclosed a certificate of de­ 
posit for $5,000. “sent you at tho re­ 
quest of Mr. r.riseom, the purpose of 
which you no doubt understood with 
him.” 
There was one other witness before 
the committee. John L. Kennedy of 
Washington, who was a member of 
the industrial committee at the time 
Senator Penrose served on tho com­ 
mittee. The testimony of this witness 
tended to establish the fact that Sen­ 
ator Penrose at no time sought to in­ 
fluence the work of the commission in 
favor of the Standard Oil or any other 
interests, aud the witness declared 
that Senator Penrose took les^ inter­ 
est In the work of the committee than 
any other member.

London. Dec. 18.—At the very outset 
the delegates to the peace conference 
found themselves faced with a diffi­ 
culty which necessitated the taking of 
an adjournment for two days in order 
to allow the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
to obtain fresh instructions. 
This difficulty was not unexpected. 
as it bas been known for some days 
that the Turkish representatives did 
not admit that they were on terms of 
negotiation with the Greeks owing to 
the refusal of the Greek government ’ 
to sign the armistice on which alone ! 
the peace pourparlers are based. 
Ae-1 
collingly, when the credentials of the 
Ottoman delegates were produced it * 
was found that they were only author­ 
ized to tr* at with the Bulgarians, Ser­ 
vians and Montenegrins. 
The difficul­ 
ty was discussed most amicably. The 
Turks were reminded that they nego­ 
tiated peace with Italy while they w ere 
etui at war In Tripoli. 
It was also 
pointed out that M. Danoff, tho leading 
Bulgarian delegate, when he was sign-' 
ing the armistice and arranging with 
the Turks for the peace conference,] 
stated that the Greeks would not con­ 
sent to a cessation of hostilities. The 
representatives of the three Balkan 
states made it clear beyond the possi­ 
bility of any doubt that they would not 
enter into negotiations without the 
Greeks being present. 
After a short friendly discussion 
along these lines an agreem ent wa - 
reached for an adjournment until 
I 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, in ord**r 
to give the Turks an opportunity in 
receive ‘‘supplementary instructions.” 
The question of the Greeks signing 
the armistice now was not raised at 
all.

NEW HYDROPLANE SHIP. 


That May Break Craw Oe*an Record. 
Professor Alexander Graham Bell an- 


nounces a remarkable hydroplane In- 
Tention that Is likely to bare a wide 
and important significance. The cred- 
it of the InTentton, he states, goes to 
Fred Baldwin, who has charge of the 
Bell laboratory. 


"We have evolved what we call a 


bydrodrome," said Professor Bell. "1 
believe it will have a revolutionary ef- 
fect on methods of water propulsion. 
The boat is driven by an aerial propel- 
ler and rises only about one foot and 
a half above the water, it is support- 
ed by hydrosurfaces like knife blades, 
arranged in three ladder-like forms un- 
der the keel of the vessel. These hydro-! 
surfaces differ from the known hydro- j 
surfaces in the fact that they are not 
flat. 


"Driven by a seventy horsepower en- 


gine, this boat has attained the speed 
of fifty miles an hour, while ordinary 
hydroplanes,'with engines'many times 
as powerful, can only travel, at their 
highest speed, at about thirty-five miles 
an hour. The boat weighs 1,300 pounds 
and carries two men. When it gets un- 
der way the boat rises out of the wa- 
ter and, supported by the knife planes 
dipping into the sea, travels easily and 
swiftly.

"This new boat of ours operates just 


as well in rough weather as in good. 
There is no motion and no spray. It is 
easy to imagine what changes will take 
place if this invention proves applica- 
ble to ocean travel.

Washington, DC. 18.—Accompanied 


by several of his partners and a small 
army ot lawyers,'J. P. Morgan has 
arrived in Washington to testify be- 
fore the Pujo investigating commission 
of the house. Mr. Morgan will not be 
called to the witness stand until a ba- 
sis has been established by the com- 
mittee, through expert testimony, for 
questioning him in regard to the con- 
centration of banking resources in 
New York city. 


Sir. Morgan's appearance before the

JOHN T, BUTLER SENT TO JAIL 


"For My Part," Says the Court, "I 


Have Never Seen Such a Display of 
Perjury as Has Taken Place in This 
Courtroom in the Last Two Weeks." 
—Eight Days Apportioned to Argu- 
ment in Dynamiters' Trial. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 18.—The bond of 


John T. Butler, ttrst vice president of 
the iron workers, was increased to 
$15,000, and Butler was put in jail in 
default of hoed; Clarence E. Dowd of 
Rochester, N. Y., general organizer of 
the machinists' union, was discharged 
by the court, and motions to dis- 
charge all other defendants except 
Dowd were overruled by Judge Ander- 
son, in the dynamite case. 


Judge Anderson, following United 


States Attorney Miller's denunciation 
of Butler as a perjurer, shot out a few 
remarks straight from the shouldei 
concerning the perjury, which he said 
had been committed within the two 
weeks the defense has been having its 
Inning. 


"I do not like to prejudice anyone 


before the jury," said Judge Anderson, 
"but the jury is not here now. Butler 
took the stand today and. swore to 
what was not true. Everybody in the 
courtroom knew that he was commit- 
ting willful perjury. Mr. Marshal, take 
the custody of Butler. 


"Now there is another question here. 


The people in this country must find 
out that there is a law. in this country 
and that it mus^be obeyed. There 
must be a stop to perjury. If the shoe 
fits anyone In this room, let him wear 
that shoe. For my part I have never 
seen such a display of perjury as has

"The defendant Butler, when he 


went on the stand, swore to what he 
knew was noi the truth. He swore to 
one thing one time and one thing an- 
other. Then there has .been a great 
deal of this attempting to explain let- 
ters that are not explainable, a great 
deal of swearing to things as explana- 
tions that clearly are not the truth." 


Judge Anderson fixed four days for 


the government and four days for the 
defense as the time to be allowed for 
argument before the Jury. 


There was genuine surprise la'e yes- 


terday afternoon when the defense in 
the dynamite trial suddenly closed its 
evidence without calling nine of 'the 
principal defendants to the stand. 
These men are among those who are 
said to have had the most significant 
correspondence with Ryan and McNa- 
mara or were declared to have been 
the most active in the different steps 
of the alleged conspiracy. 


For instance, Tveitmoe, Clancy'and 


Munsey, who were said to have been 
active in hiding J. B. McNamara after 
he blew up the Los Angeles Times 
building and then got him out of Cali- 
fornia, and also were said to have as- 
sisted in speeding Mrs. Caplan out of 
the state to prevent her from being a 
witness against the Times murderers, 
were not called to stand. Webb of 
New York was another who did not go 
on the stand. It was he who, McMan- 
Ibal said, arranged for the Boston op- 
era house and Hoboken jobs and who 
paid the dynamiter $50 which, he said, 
Mike Young of Dayton had sent him, 
thinking that McManigal would go 
first to New York and then to Boston. 
Hockin was another who did not tes- 
tify, but this was expected,-as his rec- 
ord was so plain his testimony would 
have injured all the defendants. 


Just before court adjourned for the 


day the district attorney moved that 
the bond of John T. Butler of Buffalo, 
first vice president of the ironwork- 
ers' organization, be increased. 
He 


said that Butler 
had stated in the 


courtroom that he wished to God he 
had stayed in Quebec, as he knew the 
crime was not extraditable, and for 
the court's protection the bond ought 
to be increased. Judge Anderson in- 
creased Butler's bond to $15,000, and 
said: "This man swore to what he 
knew was untrue. He made many 
conflicting statements, and I believe 
he committed willful perjury. I have 
been on the bench and about court- 
rooms for thirty-four years, and I 
never heard such malicious perjury as 
has been committed in this case." It 
was then that Butler was sent to jail. 


Butler was the principal witness of 


the day. He flatly denied that any 
money had been set aside "for organ- 
ization purposes" and not accounted 
for afterward by McNamara. 


MOONSHINER A MECHANIC. 


Ingenious Way In Which He Made a 


Splendid "Worm." 


The copper "worm" of a moonshiner's 


still was use in evidence in the court 
of Judge John Elmore, United States 
commissioner, at Montgomery. Ala. It 
•was a splendid piece of workmanship 
and was made from very thick copper, 
and it did not hare a seam in it. 


Alpheus McGowen of Coosa county, 


who was being tried for "moonshin- 
ing," told the judge he made the 
"worm." 
When he had beaten and 


worked the copper into a long gas pipe 
shape he filled it with white sand and 
crooked both ends. The tube was then 
carried to a tree stump and wound 
about it until the proper shape was ob- 
tained. The sand prevented the cop- 
per tube from flattening under pres- 
sure. 


MADE "HINGES" IN BOY'S JAWS 


Surgeons Cut Through Bone and Mod- 


eled Artificial Joints. 


A remarkable operation which has 


resulted successfully was recently per- 
formed in Baltimore on a fourteen- 
year-old boy who since birth had been 
unable to move his jaws. His parents 
found it necessary to feed him through 
a tube, for his jaw bones were stiff, 
with no normal "hinges." 


The surgeon cut through the mass 


of bone where the joint should hove 
been and modeled upon the sections 
actual joints such ns nature normally 
provided. The child has left the hospi- 
tal and now can move his jaws as nor- 
mal children of bis age.

ARE PRODUCED 


Mr, Hearst Appears Before 


Senate Committee, 


TELLS WHERE HE GOT THEM 


WANT ADS BRING RESULTS 


For First Time Newspaper Publisher 


Reveals Source of Standard Oil Let- 
ter Files in His Possession, Saying 
That They Came to Him From an 
Old Employe of His Paper, but He 
Didn't Know Where Latter Got Them. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The senate 


committee 
investigating 
campaign 


contributions and expenditures called 
William R. Hearst as a witness. 
He 


produced six letters that have not 
heretofore been published, purporting 
to have passed between John D. Arch- 
bold and Snator Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, former Senator Foraker of Ohio 
and ex-Congressman Sibley of Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Hearst's appearance as 
a witness led to a commotion when 
Senator Oliver of Pennsylvania insist- 
ed that Mr. Hearst should be required 
to produce before the committee all 
of the Archbold letters in his custody 
that have not been brought out here- 
tofore, and Mr. Hearst insisted that 
he had produced all of such corre- 
spondence that had any relation to the 
present hearing. 


It finally was agreed that the juris- 


diction of the committee gave it the 
power to demand the production be- 
fore it.of any correspondence passing 
between the Standard Oil officers and 
men in congress, and Mr. Hearst will 
he required to lay all the letters be- 
fore the committee to be considered in 
executive session. It will then be de- 
termined just which of them will be 
received in evidence. 


Mr. Hearst told the committee that 


he knew nothing about the circum- 
stances under which the letters were 
written and that the correspondence 
must speak for itself. Ex-Senator For- 
aker is expected to give a detailed ex- 
planation of all the correspondence 
that passed between John D. Archbold 
and himself when he takes the stand 
today. J!e has overhauled his letter 
fils and probably will produce much 
additional correspondence that may 
clear up tome matters heretofore ob- 
scure. 


Mr. I-Ioarst was questioned by the 


committee as to how he came in pu?- 
session of the letters. 
He admitted 


that he had received photograph co|>- 
les from John Eddy, who for many 
years was connected with the Hearst 
newspapers, but who now is in Lon- 
don. The publisher told the commit- 
tee he did not know where Mr. Eddy 
got them, but expressed the opinion 
that Eddy would be glad to come be- 
fore 0<e committee and give the in- 
formation. 
The publisher explained 


that Eddy was the author of the arti- 
cles' that appeared in Hearst's Maga- 
zine in connection with the publication 
of the letters. 


Of the six new letters laid before 


the co'.rmittee, one was from Senator 
Penrose to Archbold, dated Dec. 4. 
1903, 
at Philadelphia, and read in part 


as follows: 


"I have wired Senator Aldrich to 


make an appointment with him to dis- 
cuss the matter referred to in your 
tetter." 


The telecrram also expressed tbe 


willingness of Senator Penrose 
to 


meet Mr. Archbold at any time or 
place he might indicate. 
The other 


correspondence related to the propos- 
ed loan to Foraker by Archbold, and 
Mr. Hearst explained that he had un- 
derstood that this money was returned 
by Foraker to Archbold very prompt- 
ly and that he had so stared in his 
speeches. 


The last letter produced p-iirported 


to have been sent by Archbold to for- 
mer Representative Sibly of Pennsyl- 
vania and inclosed a certificate of de- 
posit for $5,000. "sent yon at. the re- 
quest of Mr. Griscom, the purpose of 
which you no doubt understood with 
him." 


There was one other witness before 


the committee, John L. Kennedy of 
Washington, who was a member of 
the industrial committee at the time 
Senator Penrose served on the com- 
mittee. The testimony of this witness 
tended to establish the fact that Sen- 
ator Penrose at no time sought, to in- 
fluence the work of the commission in 
favor of the Standard Oil or any other 
interests, and the witness declared 
that Senator Penrose took less inter- 
est in the work of the committee than 
any other member.

Not Only Are Military Preparations in 


Austria Being Pushed Forward With j 
Much Activity, but in Constantinople : 
the Warlike Feeling Constantly Is! 
Growing and Rumors of Intrigue' 
and Plot Are Heard. 


London, Dec. 18.—At the very outset 


the delegates to the peace conference 
found themselves faced with a cliffi-! 
culty which necessitated the taking of 
an adjournment for two days in order 
to allow the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
to obtain fresh instructions. 


This difficulty was not unexpected, 


as it has been known for some days 
that the Turkish representatives did ! 
not admit that they were on terms of! 
negotiation with the Greeks owing to! 
the refusal of the Greek government! 
to sign the armistice on which alone 
the peace pourparlers are based. Ac-! 
cordingly, when the credentials of tho 
Ottoman delegates were produced it 
was found that they were only author- i 
Ized to treat with the Bulgarians, Ser-' 
vlans -and Montenegrins. The difficul- 
ty was discussed most amicably. The 
Turks were reminded that they nego- 
tiated peace with Italy while they were 
still at war in Tripoli. It was also' 
pointed out that JL Daneff, the leading 
Bulgarian delegate, when he was sign- j 
Ing the armistice and arranging with 
the Turks for the peace conference, 
stated that the Greeks would not con- 
sent to a cessation of hostilities. The 
representatives of the three Balkan 
states made it clear beyond the possi-' 
bility of any doubt that they would not 
enter into negotiations without the 
Greeks being present. 


After a short friendly discussion 


along these lines an agreement was 
reached for an adjournment until 4 ' 
o'clock Thursday afternocn, in order 
to give the Turks an opportunity to! 
receive "supplementary instructions." 
The question of the Greeks ;;ignin;; 
the armistice now was not ra'sed at 
all. 


While the position of the Turks ir. 


admitted to be a logical one in that 
no overtures for peace have been 
made to or by Greece and the armis- 
tice signed by the Turks provides for 
negotiations wi'ii three belligerents 
only, it is generally believed that the 
difficulty will be overcome and that the 
conference will settle down to serious 
business on Thursday.

The atmosphere of the conference 


was charged with doubt and anxiety. '•• 
as thn news from the continent was 
of a less cheerful tone. Rumors of, 
the constant, development of the mili-j 
tary spirit at Constantinople and in-' 
trigues for the overthrow of the gov-, 
«rnment and its replacement with a 
military dictatorship, together with 
reports that Austrian military prep-, 
arations nn a great scale were being 
pushed forward, are regarded as a re-
